' this pretty Hard Rcflc(^ion, That in giving it^ as He fup- 
pQS'd we Would, We ftiould Vote contrary to our oi»n Do^ 
fhine. It is not improbable but that, in the Courie of 
.1 the prefent Debate , another Arrovf may be drawn out 
:; of the fame ^ Quiver to (hoot at us ; and we may be told, 
;, that in defending of the f Toleration granted by Law to 
':'the Dijfenters, we (hew Our fclves to be Apojlates from our 
', Ovfn Order, But from both thefe Imputations! am per- 
fwadcd both our Writings j and our AElions^ will fecure 
ys in the Judgment of all indifferent Perfons, 

The Subltance of this Second Article of the Impeach- 
ment , which your Lordfhips are now about to enter 
upon, is this: ^'That Dr. S. in his Sermon j doth fag-^ 
*' ge[l and maintdn , that the Toleration , granted hy 
" Larv, is Unrcafonable, and the Allowance of it Un- 
** warrantable. That He is a Falfc-brother mtb Relation 
'* /a Qod^ Religion, or the Qiurgh, y»ho defends Tokration, 
.^* and Liberty of Confcicnce. That Q. Elizabeth was 
** deluded hy Archbifhop Gfindal to the Toleration of the 
** Geneviau Difcipline : And that it is the DutyofSupc^ 
^^ (ior Pallor; ra> thunder out their EccleGaiiical Anatbo-

But before I trouble your Lord/hips with tbc Proof 
of this J giye me leave, *upon this Occafion, (tWitbc 
po part of the Impeach^eHt laid agaipfl; the Preacher J tx> 
obftrve to yoiir Lordfhips what a ftrabge Account he IcM 
thoiight fit topublifli of tJhat other popmar Engine^ whi^b^, 
be iistys^ fias been tnade lirfe of ^ to ptdl down the Chnrch^ 
ptad which he calk by the Natfte of Comprehenfion. 

•The Per/on who 'firtt conceifted this fuppoled Defign 
agdinB'oftr Churchy Was the late moft Reverend DuSan- 
(n^oft, then Archhtfhop of Canterbury. The time, was to- 
fvaTds the End of that tihhappy 'Reign, of which fo ihudh 
^ks faid upon the Occafion of the foregoing^ ArticU. 
rfhcn!, i^fen wewcre in thehcightb of our I-abours, 
defcndrr^ the Cht4rch ot England againft the -^(fatdtsof 
'Popery, and thought of nothing elfej that Wife Prelate 
forefeang'fqme fuch Revohuon as foon after was happi- 
ly brought about ; began to confider how utterly un- 
prcf^ered they had been ^t the Rejtoration of King tharles 
the lid to fettle many thliigs to the Advantage of the 
€hiirch ; and wheit a teppy Opportunity had beei) loft 
^forwant of ilicih a previous Cire, as he was therefore 
^eOrous fhnuld now be taken, for the better and more 
iperfeft'Eikblidiment of it; It was yifiblc to all the 
i^ation, rhsLti}^c mbx^ m&derate Vyfenters vvat general- 
ly fo well fati.^ed with that Stand which our Divines 
•.bad made b^vlwH Popery, and the man^ XJnanfwerable 
^TreatifesiheSj/ had publi(h!d in Confutation of it, as tq 
ciptA an ttiiufual -Readinels ' to comein to us. And' 
it was therefore thought worth the while, when they 
"were deliberating about thofe other Mattets^ to confidec 
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kt tbe fame time what migfat be done to daU 
without doing any Prejudice to Ow felves. 

The Schcine was laid oyt, and the fevcral Parts of ic 
were committed, not only with the Approbatkny but by 
the DireSlivn of that Great Prelate j to fuch of our Divinei 
ias were thought the mort proper to be intruftcd with it* 
Hi* GfAce tool^ one Part to Hiwfelfi Another v<ras eoni-* 
mittcd to a then Pious and Reverend ^ Dion, after wards 
^Eijhopj of our Church*" The reviewing of the paUj^ 
Service o( oat LitHrgy, and the Cornvfrnion-hodk^ was re- 
feir'd lb a &lc6t Number of excelleut Pcrfons, f two of 
which are ^r this time upon our Bench ; ar.d I am furd 
will bear Witnefs tp the truih of my Relation* Th^ 
Defign was, in ftiort, this: To improve y and, if pofli- 
ble, to mforfe opr Difciptine ; to Revierv , and Enlarge 
Oi|r titHrgie\ by CbrreSiing of Jime things, by Adding ot 
others • and , if it fhould be thought advifable by Au- 
thority, when this matticr (hould come to be legally 
confidcr^d, firft in Conruocation , then in PaHiament • by 
leaving fome few Ceremonies , confcfs'd to be Indifferent 
in ih^vt Natures, k^ Indifferent iti their Ufage, fo as nottp 
be neccffarily Obferved Dy Thofc who made a Scruple of* 
them ; *till they (liould beabie to Overcome either theit 
Weakneffe?, or Prejudices , ^nd be wiping to comply 
with Them. . . , 

How far this good De/tgn was not only knonvn tp^ 
but approved of by, the Othct fathers ot our Church* 
that famausi Petition fw which Seven of them were fenJE 
to the To)»ery and which contributed fo much to outlJ^'i^ 
Iherance, may fuffice to (hew. The " Willingnejs they 
*• there declared 0/ coming to fuch a temper as fhould bd 
** thought fit with the Dipnters , when that Matter 
" fhould be ConlUcrd^ and Settled , in Parliament and 
" Qnvocation ;" manifeHly rcf^rr*d to what was then 
known to Several, jf not All of ihc Subfcrihers , tp have 
been at that very fime under Deiy^cration. And that 
nothing more was intended than I have before faid, is 
as evident from what was publickly declared in a 
Treatife pur pofely written to recommend the JDf/^» whexr 
it was- brought before the two Hofijes of Parliament, in

the bcgihning df the late Reign 5 and Licenfei by the Au-- 
thority q{ 7L Noble J^eer , now prefent, wh6 was at that 
timi^ Secretary of State : In the very bee;inning of which 
there is this remarkable Paffage, which I (hall beg 
Leave to read to your Lord/hips : -^ " No Altera-' 
*^ tion^ that I Inow of, is intended Int in things de- 
" dared t0 be Alterable by the Church its felf. And if 
things Alterable t^ Altered upon the Grounds of PrH- 
** dence and Charity ; and Things defedive be fupplied; 
** and Things Abufed be Rcttored to their proper Ufe j 
*' 4»rf Things Off 4 «wrf Ordinary Compofition , Revifed 
" and Improved ; TvhilH the DOCTRINE, GOVERN- 
'' MENT, and WORSHIP of the Church remain In- 
^* tire, in ALL the Subftantial Parts of them • We 'have 
"4// reafon to believe that this mil be Jo far from Inju- 
*' ring the Church, that^ on the contrary, it fhall re^ 
[^ ceive a vefj great Benefit by it." 

And now, my Lords, let any impartial Pcrfon Coh-^ 
fider, what was therein fuch zDefign that could be 
juftly efteem*d prejudicial to the Con/iitution of our Church f 
Wherein would our Canons have fuffer'd, if Thofc alrea-^ 
dy made, had been more firongly Enforced; and fbmc 
New Ones had been Added, for the Re formation ofAfan-^ 
ners ; for the better punifhing of Notorious Offenders ^ and 
to render our Phblick Difcipline more ftri6t, and fevere? 
This we have been Wifhing for , ever fince the Reforma-. 
tim : What Harm would it have done cur Church had ft 
now been EfFeftcd ? Or how would our excellent Li- 
turs;y have been the worfe , if a few more donhful Ex- 
preffions had been Changed for plainer^ and clearer ; and 
a paffage, or two, which however capable of a juji De- 
fence , yet in many Cafes feem hjirfh to fome even 
of out Own Communion , had either been wholly left at 
liberty, in fuch Cafes, to be Omitted altogether; Or? 
been fo qualified as to remove all Exception againtt 
Ifhem in Any Cafe. ,- If fuch Collects , as are not yet 
aidapted to the Fc/iivals , or Go/pels, to which' they be- 
long: : had been made more full, and app fite to Both : 
Kjome of the Occaflmal Offices had been Enlarged', and 
N^vt Ones Added : If, for Example, there had been a 

greater Vdixmy o( Prayers, Ffalms, ar.d Leffons appointed

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hj Authority inftfcad of the Compofitiohs 6£/^w4te PerfoHil 
now ixeceflarily to be lifcd, for w^Plfitation of the Ski ; 
and Nei9 Forms compoled for the Ufe of Prifoners for 
Deht or Crimes : For the greater Solemnity of Receiving 
Profelytes Into o)fir Church ; Of Reconciling Penitents to it; 
and rf Calling Notorious Offenders out of itJ Thefe were 
fome of the main thins;8 that were then de(ign*d : As 
for any favour to the Dijfenters^ None, that I know of, 
was intended, but what (hould.have been intirely con- 
fiftent with our Own ConfUtution,: And I hope, it will not 
be thought any Crime for the Bi/hopi^ and.Qergy of pur 
Chtfrch, to be willing to enlarge its Communion, by any 
Methods which may be likely to Gain Others, and yet not 
injure OhX Own Efiablifhment. 

But to fatisfie your Lorifhips that nothing could have 
been deGgned to the Detriment of the Church; Be pleafed 
farther to confidcr, how what was thus at firftprojecSpd 
in private, by feled Perfons, and in a[ difficult time, 
tirhen no countenance was to be expefted from Autho- 
rity to any lijch purpofe ;. was afterwards, if ever, to 
have been brought to Maturjty. And tpis being a 
xtizttcYo( PMickNotice^ the relation of it^ill admit of 
no Exception. . 

No fooner^were their late Majefties, of Glorious Mer 
jnory, feated in their Thfones, hut thisDefign was openly 
Efpoufed by them. kCommiJJion was iffuedout, under 
the Great Seal of England^ to a large number qf Bifbops^ 
and other. Eminent Divines ^ to meet together, and to 
coflfider of thcfe Matters, What they did. having not 
had the Honour to be one of them, I fhall npt prefume 
to fay. This we know, that whatever they did, it was 
to have been carried on tiromThem to the tm Convocations 
of Canterbury and Tork : And after it fliould have pals*d 
their Approbations, it was finally to have been laid be- 
fore the tm Houfes of Parliament, arid fo to have goneoit 
to the Royal Afjent. This, my Lords, was the Courfc 
ihro' which all that was defigned, or fhould ha^e been 
done in this matter, muft have pafs'd ; and! am per- 
Iwadcd nothing very injurious. to our Churches Welfare, 
win ever be able to pafs ihro* all thefe. 

Having thus given your Lordf^ips a true account, of* 
ih2L:De/ign which Dr. S. mentions under the name ofCom* 
frehenfion ; 1 doubt not but that your Lord/hips will, now 
be ^maz^d to hri?ar, what a fa\fe au^^c^ccv^-^^ve^^^^^^w. 
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be hsfe ifiadfc oT ii. In the i6th Page of his Strmon^ he 
thu4 fpe^fts of it : " The MrH Adverjanes of our Churchy 
" fays he, were tb He let into her Bowels under the Ho- 
** ly Umbrage of Sofis ; who neither BELIEVED her 
•' FAITH; OWN'D her MISSION; SUBMITTED to 
"' her DISCIPEINE ; or COMPLIED with hfer LI- 
" TURGY. For the admiting of this Trojan Hoffe, 
" big with Arms and -^«te, into our Holy Cfyy, the 
" Stfdi^k Gate Was to be laid quiu open-. Her WdU 
*' and Endofurei to be pult'd down ; and a Highrodd 
*' ntade, in upon Her Cb^munion. Her Articled to be 
*• taught the Gnfufion of all iSVurj^/, Natims, and L4»- 

This, my Lor^/, is a very.ftrange Reprefentation of 
fo Giioi a Veptny as that 1 before recounted tp your 
Lordfhip's. Yet this Reprefentation did this bold Man, as' 
confidcritly, as falfly, make of it in the ffoufe of6od;^hd 
publiflh to the View of the whole Nation. For thus he 
goes on : " This pious defie;n of rnaking our Houfe of 
** Prayer 2L Den of Thieves J of Reforrtiing our Church into 
" a Chjtos ; is well known to have been attempted feveral 
'' times in this Kingdom, and LATELY WITHIN 
'* OUR MEMORY 5 when All things feeind to favour 
*' i; but that Good Providence which fo happily intcrpo- 
** fed again ft the Ruin of our Churchy and blatted the 
••* I^ng projeaed Scheme of THESE ECCLESIASTI- 
** CAL ACHlTOPHELSr To fay nothing more of 
the Defign it felf, of which I have given an Account 
before. Pray, my Lords ^ who were the ACHITO^ 
PHELS that projedled it ; and muft have concurred to 
the Eifecution of it ? I have already named the Eirft, 
and Chiefert of theai, the late Archbifhop SANCROFT. 
The next who openly approved of it, were the Coww;/- 
fioners who met upon it in the Jsrufalem Chamber : A 
Sec of Men, than which this C/)«rf/? w^s never, at any 
on:; time, blefs'd with cither wifer, or better, fince it 
was a Church : "^ Who it was that Prefldcd in the Convoca- 
tion oi zh\s Province y to which \his ProjcB was next to be 
referr'd ; and who, had it gone on, mult have had a 
chitf hand in the Menagemcnc of it, 1 need not lay. 
"Every One who knows any thing at all of his Character ; 
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(and I attn fure ;^our Lordfhips are none of you Strangert 
to it) knows him to be loo good a Friend to the E/fa- 
bltfhi^ento( out Cfonrch, to have been capable of being 
engaged in fuch a FilUinous De/tgn, as Dr. S. pre* 
t^i^ds, for the Subverfion of it. Or had He been other- 
Wife, yet ttill the Major part of rhat Venerable Body 
mutt ba^e been as great Achitophls as himfelf, or no 
Hkxm could have been done by Him. Pardon me, my * 
Lords, if the Courie of my Argument obliges me to rife 
yet one Degree higher, and to fay that the X'^t Majority of 
youi Lord fhtps^ and of the Ffokfe of Commons , together witb 
bis late Majefly^ muft All have c'bme into the Plot 1- 
gainft the Church ; or all the Skill, and Malice, of the 
Ihfmor Achitophtls^ would have fignified nothing. And 
what Cenfure that Man deferves who has the CbnfidencG 
to infinuate to theWorld,t!)at theBi/Zr^p/','the oihtt Clergy^ 
the Convocations ; the Parliament, nay, and the late King 
himfelf, our Glorious Deliverer ; Or at leatt the greater 
part of all thcfe, were engaged in a Projeft " Jo Mon-- 
*' ^rons, jo Romantic, and Ahjwrd, (for here I am content 
to ufe his own Expreffions) ^* that it is hard to fay whether 
** it had more of Villany, or Folly, in it,'* I (hallfubmit 
it to your Lord/hips to confider, AH I defign ih taking 
notice of this;?^rf of his Sermon, is only to clear the 
Memory of many excellent Perfons who are dead; andto 
vindicate the Reputation of fome ttill living, and in the 
higheH Stations of the Church ; from that toad of Infa- 
my which this Rafh Man has with fomuch Virulence of. 
Speech call upon them : And to let your Lordfhips fee 
that nothing was intended in all that Affair but what 
was both Honourable to thofe who cngasjed in it ; and I 
am perfwaded would have been for the Interett and 
Peace of our Church and State, had it been accom- 
pli{h*d. 

I come now to that which is the proper Subjedl of the - 
prefent Debate ; namely to offer fuch Paffages to your 
LordfJ^ips, as I humbly conceive do plainly and fully, 
make out the Second Article of the Commons Impeachment 
againft the Preacher ; and prove him to havefpokcn with 
more freedom than he ou^ht, not onjy of the Diff enters 
themfehes, but of the Toleration, or (as he had rather 
we lliould call it) the Indtilgencs granted by Law to 
them. 
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And here, as T remember, it was not deny*cl either by 
riis CounciL or Himfelf, but that he had fpoken, and 
fgokeii witn warmth too, againft Toleration. The only 
Qiieliion is, What the Toleration is againft which he 
foake? Whether it was that which has l^een granted, by 
Larv to the DiJJenters i Or whether it was only againft 
a General Toleration of Atheifisj Deifis^ Socinians ; Men 
of no Principles, perhaps of no Relimn f Or at moft a- 
gainft fuch of the Dijfeniers as. Abtijed the Indulgence 
granted them by Law ; and made u(e of it to Purpofes 
hot at all warranted by it ? The former of thefe the 
Commons charge iipon him : The latter He pretends ; the 
better to clear himfelf of their Charge. 

To determine this Point, I muft in the firft place beg 
leaye to obferve, that among the feveral forts of Falje- 
Brethren^ enumerated by the Preacher with relation to 
C7fl//, Religion, or the Church ; the Second kind is of thofe, 
who give up any Point of the Churches Difciplinc, and 
Woruiip. Page 8. To this he adds, that thofe are Falfe- 
Brethren who defend Toleration, and Liberty of Confci- 
cnce. And .that we may the 43etter know what Tolera- 
tion, and Liberty of Cohfcience, He means ; He fpscifie^ 
the very Perfons to whom He refer?, and of whom He 
focaks; the DISSENTERS : " If, fays he, to comply 
r with the DISSENTERS both in publick and private Af- 
*' fairs, as Perfons of tender Confcience and Piety, to promote 
^' THEIR Interefis in Elections • to fnfak to THEM 
^* for places and preferment, to defend Toleration and Li- 
*^ btirty of Confcience, and under the pretence of Modera- 
^ tion, excufe THEIR SEPARATION, are the Criteri- 
*^ ohs of a True Church Man ; God deliver Us All from 
" fuch Falfe- Brethren. The Toleration therefore, and Li- 
herty of Confcience, againR which he fpeaks, muft ne«^ 
celfarily be that of the DISSENTERS ; thofe who SE- 
PARATE from ciir Church : He names no others ; hut 
carries the fame Perfons thro' his whole Sentence, both 
before and after thofe ExprefTions. Either therefore it is 
mo Rdledtion upon the Aci of Indulgence to fay that all 
thofe viho defend ih^ Toleration of x\\c DiSSENFERS^ 
and are for allowing Liberty of Confcience to THEM, 
are falfe-Brethren with relation to God, Religion , of 
the Church, Page 6, 7, and fuch againft whom we 
ought to pray to God to deliver Us All, Page 8 : Or jjf 
ffjJs cannot wiih any reafon be dv\\et V2t\^^^x ^\:l^j^^(^4^ 
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ttoen it muft remain, that Dr, S. has here faid ivhat the 
Cmt»9m charge him withal ; and that in exprcfs terun^i 
vi^r. That He is 4 /^//e Brother vho defends the Toleration^ 
not of Z)«/x, Socimans, and 1 know not what Mon- 
ficrs of Irrcligion, but of the DISSENTERS: Thofe 
fame Vijfcnters who by the -^S of Indulgence have a 
right to that Liberty of Confcience of which this Gent, 
Ipcajks fo very hardly ; and prays God to Defend Usfrem 
aliyuch Falle-preihren as fhall prejunje to excufe it. 

But not to infiH upon a fmgle Paffage which may 
be fuppofcd to have dtcpt unwarily from him. In the 
Second Part of his Sermon , He proceeds to (hew the 
gredt Perils and Aijfchiefs of thofe Falfe-Brethren , ia- 
gainft whom He was before Ipeakin^,. both to the Chttrci 
and State : fag. 15. ' And that Thelc again are xht 
fame Perfons who have a right to the Legal Indtd- 
gence is fo very clear, that I do not fee how it is 
poffible for any one to make the Icaft doubt of it, 
Pag, 18. He defcribes them as Occafional Conformifis 
to the Church. Pag. 19. As thofe vpho had the Old Lea- 
ven of their Fore- fathers /fill inf.oriing in them: And, iit 
the next Sentence, He cxprcdy takes ifotice of the Reli" 
gioHs Liberty nhich our Gracious Sovereign has INDUL- 
GED them: This in the very fame Sentence He calls 
THEIR TOLERATION; (for the Doaor himfelf is 
not tied up to any Niceties of Expreffion ; He may call it 
fo, tho' Oihcrs may not :) Thcfe are the Perfons^ and the 
only Perfonsy of whom he ipcaks in all that part of his 
Difcourje ; let us fee what he fays cf the Indulgence grant- 
ed by Latp to them. 

And firrt, he tells us. Page 18. ^^ That it cannot he ie^ 
" nyd^ but that tho they do lubmit to the Government, 
*' their Obedience is forced , and conftrain'd ; and fo 
** treacherous, and uncertain, as never to be trutted. That 
" they are as much Occafional Loyalifts to the State, ^ 
*^ they are Occafional Conformifts to the C[\\xxch\andmi 
*' betray either nhenever it is in their Porter ^ and they think it 
** for their Advantage. That nothing hut a Sotttfh Infa* 
tuation can fo far blind our Eyes and our Judgments^ 
as to male Vs believe that the fame Caufes [hould not 
produce the fame Effefts ; that the fame Latitudinarian 
" and Republican Notions, fhould not bring forth the 
*' fame Rebellious and Pav\\e\ovi% C^^w'V'^LQ^'uwye^. "S>k«^ 
!f m /hall be convinced 10 o»r Sorrow , \\ ^t J^^i^x f?^' 
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** heUd that the ^ Old Leaven of their Fore-fathers u 0H 
** working in the pjtefent Generation ; and that this Tra- 
** dttional Poyfpn jiiU remains in this bf od of Vipers 
** to fling iis to Death. That they have advanced themjehes 
** from the RELIGIOUS LIBESTT vhich our Gracious 
" Sovereign has INDULGED them , to claim a Civil 
" Right ; and to juttle the Church out of Her Flia- 
^ bliflimcht, by kifting THE IR TO L ERA TIO N 
" into, its Places That to convince us what alone wiUfatisfie 
'* them, they infolently demand the Repeal of jhe Corpo^ 
** ration and Tcft A^fts, ivhich Under Her Majetty, is the 
** only Security the Church Has to depend noon: And 
^ which (if we may believe HxmjyThey havefo far e/«- 
^' ded by their abominable Hypocri/iq^;4ts to have undermined 
*' /nrr Foundations, and indangcr' the Government, hy 
^^ fi^^£ ^^ ^^^^ ^^^ profefled Eqeihies. His meaning is 
plainly this ; that the Dijfenteri^ whom we are fo foolifli 
as to Indntge, a parcel of Falfe and Treacherous Per- 
fons 5 Enemiei both to our Church and State ; and 
fuch as if not timely fupprcfs'd, will convince t» to our 
Sorrow of the wcakncfs and felly, of taking fuch Vipers 
into cur Boiom, as watch only for a fair Opportunity 
to tUng Ud to Deaths * 

But what then muft we do to feciireourfelvefagainft 
thelc dangerous Enemies { Wl y fir ft, the Dodlor af- 
fures us, that they are never to be gained by^ any fa* 
•vour that can be {hew*d to them. **^ That He mu/i be 
** very Weak, or fomething worfe^ that think?, or pre- 
« tends, that the DISSENTERS (for of Thefe he ftill 
fpeaks) " are to be won over py any other GRANTS and 
« INDULGENCES than giving up our WHOLE CON- 
^' STrrUTION. This iliews the folly of trying 
xh^iohvizy of Indulgence with them: And therefore 
he concludes ; That '* He who recedes the leafi tittle from 
** it {omr Conflhution ) to fatisfe , or ingratiate viih^ 
** thefe Q^morous , Injatiable , Church-devouring Alalig- 
** nants^ knows not what Spirit they are of: or he ought 
** to fhew who is the true Member of our Church, 

This I think coined fullv up to what is ohjefted a- 
gainft Him ; namely, that Doftor 5. does in his Sermon 
fffggefl and maintain^ *^ that the Toleration granted by 
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^ Law is Unrcafonable , and the Alkwance of k Un- 
** warrantable. For io it muft needs be, if the Dijfeitr 
ters be fuch Men as he tells us they are; and will be 
iatisfy'd with nothing lefsj than he affures us they wi//, 
Ajsid yet what next follows, is, if poffible, ftill more 
ezprefs to the fame purpofe. It is ob;e6);ed againft him 
by the Qmmons^ that He had affirm'd in his SerimMf 
That " Queen Elizabeth was deluded by Arch-bifhop 
" Grindalj f»^ow he JcMrriloufly calls 4 Falfc^Son of the 
" Church, and a perfidious Prelate;) 70 the Toleratioa 
-" of the Gcnevian Difdpline. The FaB is not denied) * 
but the Expreflions are excus'd ; and the Truth of the 
jillegation is endeavoured to be made out by Hijlmcal 
Memoirs : And it is hoped that your I^dfhips will npt 
aecount it a High G'inte and MiJdemganoHt, to have <pp- 
jccn too hardly of 2l Prelate who has been fo many Ycais 
in his Grave. 

I am, my Lords^ very far from thinking, that the 
p^mmms ever intended to charge Dr. S. as guilty of 
Hi^ primes and MifdemeanourSy for ipeaking fcanda- 
Joufly of that Good Archbifhop. Their Concern was not 
ifor His Perfony what refpe<ft focver they may have had 
.(as afU true Friends of the Reformation muft needs have 
a very great Qne) for his Memory. But the Truth of 
the Matter is this. The Preacher complains Page 19. 
bf b\s Sermon; that Queen Elizabeth was deluded by Arch-* 
i'/^ Grindal, ^0 ^^tf Toleration of /Af Genevian^Difci-* 
pline. " He adds, that the Arch-bifibop was a perfi- 
" dious Prelate, for deluding her to Tolerate that Diioh 
^f pline. That Jhe fonnd it fuch a Headfirong and £«- 
" croaching Monfter , that in Eight Years fhe fax» it 
*^ would endanger ll^e Monarchy as y^oll as the Hierarchy • 
^^ And like a Queen of true Refolutipn, and pious Zeal 
*^ for Both, fhe pronofjffjfcfd that fiich were the reJUt 
^' Spirits of that fadious People ^^ that noqmet was to [ 
^' expeiled from them, till they were U TTERLT SUjC 
*' PRESSD. That this therefore Hie ^ prudent Princefs^ 
** fhe did by wbolelbme Severities ; and the EffeEl was^ 
" that 'hy this means the Crown for many Tears fate cafie 
" and flouriftiing on her Head. But that her Succcflbr, 
V King ]zxxt!e& ^ did not follow her Wife Politicks: 
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And the Refiilt was as Deplorable on his Side, as rt had 
been Glorious on^Hers. For by this means, " His Son 
^ fell a Afartjr to their Fftry : His mhappy Offsprings 
*^ f»fferd Juch difaftrous Calamities, as made the Koyal 
^ Family One cmtinuei Sacrifice to their Malice **• And 
all this (or want of thofe wholefome Severities which the 
wife Qneen his Predecejfor^ had Ufed mterlj to Jufprejs 
that FattioHs People. ^ 
^ This^ my Lordsy is the Doftor*s Narrative^ and 1 have 
given It you in his own Words. The Application is 
lilain, and Home. The Dijfenters are now again Tole- 
rated y as tliey were heretofore under Q. Eliz^betk 
There is a perfidious Prelate (perhaps in his Opinion a 
great many) who, like Arch-bdfliop Grindal , help to 
delude another Qmeny into the Ti/^^/iow of them. 
Thefe EIGHT YEARS patt (for the very number of. 
Years is remarkable) Her Ma^fty has born the refilejs 
Spirits o( ih\^ faHioMS Peofde ; and had no quiet from 
tnem. It is now high time for Her to ahcr Her Mca- 
fures, as Qpeen Etiz^abeth wifely did. It is the oply 
Ijvay to m-^ke the Crois^n (it Ea/icy and FtoHri/hing , ttpon 
ier Head. And if this be not plainly to fpeak out 
what he would have done with the ASl of IndtdgencCy 
] miitt defpair of ever being able to know any Man*s 
meaning by his Expreflions. Such Examples are not 
iNily the moft likely to inforce, b^t the mdt proper, 
and lively Methods to convey a Man s Senfe, even to 
ihc duUen Capacity $ and make him clearly perceive if 
sSDt what be ouglit^ yet J am fiire what the Preacher 
Hfouki have him to do. . \ ' 

The truth is, fo plain was his meaning , that Hie 

Hmfclf began la fear that he had gone a httte top far 

in what he had iaid of this Matter. And, for that reafofi. 

Be added that One, noor Sentence which immediately

" tioik of the Holy Ghofi: And yet if OUR DISSEN-

Here we have again' the Perfons of whom the Prea- 
cher Ipeaks: TheyareOUR DISSENTERS; not 
the Veijisj Atheifisy Socimans, Hypocrites^ of our times.

It were an eafie matter to make many proper Re- 
marks upon thcfe Pajfages of Scripture , thus applied, or 
rather aiufedy by the Preacher : But that woula be be- 
fides my prefent Buiioels ; and will fall in more prO'* 
perly under the laft Article cf this Impeachment. It is 
enough that I have, 1 hope, fully (hewn your Lordjhipf 
how Dr. S. has treated if not the Indulgence it felf , yet 
I am fiire, Thofe who are entitled to the Benefit of it : And 
who if they (hall have the Misfortune, by this kind of 
t pe a ching , to -bo- oace- generally thought fuch wicked, 
falfe , and Dangerous Enemies to our Church and Statt 
as they are here reprelented , I cannot think that theit 
Indulgence will hold long. If they have Numbers to fe'^ 
cute them , it is well for them : But othetwife I am 
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fine as the Cafe is here Rated, it muft be our Wtfiomy as 
well as Duty^f to (iipprefs them. 

How Criminal uich an IftveSive as this will be 
accounted in tbe Eye of the Law, I dare not pre- 
fume to fuggeft : Much lefs (hall I pretend to in- 
timate what Ceniure it nuy deferve. Somevrhat I 
think {hould be done to put a ftop to fuch Preaching, 
as if not timely concoed may kindle fuch Heatr 
and Amm$fitks among us, as may truly endanger both 
our Qmrcb and State. As for the Preacher Himielf j I 
am very willing to come into any Meaiures of Fa- 
vour to Him 9 t^at are Confident with your Lordjhips 
Honour and Jufticej and will anfwer the Ends pf 
tbe Impeacbmem that &8 been brought before Us a-- 
gainft Him.

MY LORDS, 

I Am Ttry fenObk under what DifadTantage in tbc 
Opinion of many, a Bifliop.muft fpeak af;ainft a 
Clergyman that ftands accufed of Cnmes commit'^ 
ted D^ him tnr the feeming Execution of \x» Of* 
fice; efpecially after having been fo publickly required 
to be an Advocate as well as a Judge. And I am tbd 
more fenfible of this prejudice lying againft me , fotf 
having been fi) lately called into that Older, afid for be^ 
ing fo unworthy of it. 

But I think my^ielf obliged notwhhAandhag, undei 
all theie Difadvantages to deliver not only my judg^ 
ment ^ but alfo the Reafons that determine me to it : 
which I (hall do as plainly as I can; with that defe-^ 
e rence to your Lord(hips, which I am fiire it mud upon 
all Occaiions particularly become me to pay ; and at 
the fame time jivith that Freedom which I think the Im- 
portance of this caufe do's at this time require. ' 

Dr. Sachtverell ftands impeached by the Common^ of 
Great-Britain, of High Cr'nncs and Mifdemeanours et* 
prciled in the ievetal Articles of the Cbargd exhrbked 
againft him : And Your Lordfhips have heard what they . 
havt k\d in fupport of that Charge, as well as what bai 
been offered in the Doftor's Pefencc. 

Your LofdQiips have alfo debated among vour fehres 
the Merits of the Caufe as to^hf firft of thefe Anicles j 
and have come to a Rtfolution , that the Coimb^ns 
have made good that part of their Charge : ini Whidi 
Refolution as I did heartily concur ; fo I Was #ea- 
^ to haye bumbiy rcprcftmtd. to ^<»3^ \iw.^^ 



Reafons for {b doing, had there been either room or oc- 
cafion for it* 

Your Lordftiips are now upon the Second j4rtieU ; 
wherein the Doaor is charged for fHggefUng and main" 
taming that the Toleration granted by Ijopp^ u unreafona* 
He . and the Allowance of it mwarrantahle ; with other 
particulars that Gave immediate relation to this gene- 
ral Charge, and whi^h are indeed fo many proofs 
of it. 

In this view therefore , my Lords , I beg leave to 
confider them ; And the FirSi of thefe Inftances, in Sup* 
port of this Charge, is, that he averts that tie is a Falje 
Brother mth relation to God, Religion, or the Church j, 
vtho defends Toleration and Liberty if Conjcience 5 and this, 
my Lords, the Dbdor do's ailert in fo many word&. It 
is one of the many Marks he gives whereby we may dif- 
cern who is a falfe Brother in thofc relpeds ; not a 
fjhall part of one general Mark , as was, a Hedged very . 
inconclufively, 1 think, in his Defence. For if it was 
to be granted, (tho* it cannot be fairly pretended) that 
the Dodor makes the defending of Toleration and Li- 
berty of Conlcience, one Branch only of the Charader 
of a falfe Brother ; I do not fee how it cou'd make even 
a part of that Chara^er, if there was no fa^e Brother- 
hood in it. And I (hall not trouble my felf or youK 
Lordfliips with going about to fettle the degrees of falfe 
Brotherhood that are in this part of the Charafter , be- 
caufe I think every degree of it is unreafonable and not 
to be warranted. 

And therefore the Dodor cannot make it fo mucb 
as a part of the Chara^er of a falfe Brother to defend 
Toleration atnd Liberty of Confcience, as it is confefs'd 
that he do's^ but he muft at the fame time fuggefi anJk 
maintain . that the Toleration is fmreafpnable , andthe Al^ 
lowance of it unwarrantable^ For it can never be Any 
degree of falfe^rotberhood, to defend what is reafo- 
nable and warrantable : Nor wou d even the Doftorv, 
as inconfiftent a Man as feveral of the Noble Lords 
that have fpoken for him reprefent him to be^ ever bavlq 
made it one ; ii he had not himfelf condemned that 
which he blames others for defending. ^ 

The Second Injlance ,aUedg'd is , that he cats Arch^ 
tz/iop Grindal a Falfe Son of the Qmrcb , and a perfidiom. 
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frelMt. for deluding Qfieen Elizabeth iM the Tiderdtim 
of the Genevian Dycipline. I (ball not, my Locds, go 
about to add any thing to the foil and juft Vindication 
you have heard of that Excellent Prelate. But can any 
of your Lordfhips believe, that a Presbyter of die CAttrcb 
of England J profefling more than ordinary Zeal &r 
Epifcopacy and the Conftitution of this Ghurdi; 
(hou d beftow luch Language on one who was the firft 
Biihop and tbe Ornament of it fo long; only for di^^ 
fiDg that Glorious Qpeen to a mild Treatment of th? 
Puritans of that time^ which is the utmoft tjiat is m^ 
tended to be laid to his Charge , if he bad thought To- 
leration a realbnable thing, or what was fit to be efta*; 
blifliedby Law? 

This , my Lords , I conf2& can never enter into my 
thoughts, as ready as I am to enlarge them foi the adnut- 
ting of any favourable G)nftrudion that will not ihut^ 
out common Senle. 

Tbe Third Inflance is his making it tbe Duty of tbe S$^ 
rior Pafi&rs to thunder out their Ecclefia/Hc^ Anathemas 
again^ Perfons entitld to the Benefits of the Toleration. Anc| 
to (hew that he has done this, I need only refer your 
Lordfliipsto that part of his Sermon where the Superior 
Paftors are call'd upon to do io ; (vuc) the Fourth and 
laft General Head, where he draws the Confequence of 
all that he bad ipoken before, in the following words^ 
^ " Now what (hould be the Refult of this long Dit 
" courfe, but that if we bear any true Concern for the 
'^ Inferefl , Honour , and Safety of our Church and 
** Government, wrought ftedfaftly to adhere tothofe 
" Fuiidainental Principles,- upon which Both are Foun- 
^^ ded, and upon which their Security under God alone 
^^ depends ; and coififequently that it highly behoves us, 
^* cautioufly to Watch againft , to Mark, and Avoid 
•* All thofc that thus Treacheroufly defert them. And 
'^ indeed it wou^d be both for our Advantage , as well 
^* as their Credit , if fuch Men wou d throw off the ' 
'' Mask, entirely quit our Church of which they are 
^* no True Members ^ and not fraudulently tat her 
f ^ Bread, and lay wait for her Ruin, purloin her Reve« 
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'^ ixMy and QMitatefiilly lift: up their Heeb againft Her« 
^ For then wc inould be one F0I4 under one Shepherdj, 
^ all thofe Invblious DifliiK^ions , that novv^ Diftra^ 
^^ and Confoupd Wj loft; and we (hou'd be terrible 
^ like an Arm^ of Banners to our EDemies ; who ecu d 
*^ never break in upon fuch an Uniform and WeU 
^ compadted Body. This indeed wou d be a True 
^ Peace, and Solid Union, when we fhou'd all with 
^ one Mind and one Mouth glorifie God , and not 
^ wkh a confused diverfity of Q)ntradi(^ious Opinions. 
^ and inconfiflent Jargon of Wor(hip, which the God 
^ of Peace, Purity, and Order cannot but abhor. As it 
'^ is a Maxim in Politicks, that alt Governments are 
**' beft fupported by the ^me Methods and Councils 
^^ upon which they are foun'ded ; fo it will appear un* 
** deniably True in its Application to our 0)nftitu« 
^^ tion, which can be Maintain'd by no other Princi-- 
^^ pies, but thofe on which it is built, and like their Ba« 
^ iiS, the Gofpel, if there's any Violation , or Breach 
^ made in any Branch of it , it (hakes and endangers 
*^ the whole Frame and Body. Thefe thing3 however 
•* little they may he reprefentcd by our Adverfaries , 
'^ will be found of the moft conQderable Confeqi^nce. 
** Let us therefore , as we are unhappy Sharers of 
*^ St. Pad's Misfortune, to have our Church in Perils 
^ among Falfe Brethren, follow his Example and 
^ Conduft in a parallel Cafe. He tells us in his Epi- 
^ ftle to the Gdlatiansj c. 2. That he was obftru<^ 
** and pefter^d in his preaching the Gofpel, by FALSE 
** BRETHREN unawares brought in , who came pri- 
^ vily to fpy out his Liberty^ which he had in Ctmft 
^^ }euis , that they might bring him into Bondage : Ta 
•' whom he gave place by Subjedion , no not for anr 
" Hcor^ that the Truth of the Gofpel might continue 
** with the Church. Doubtlefs this brave and bold 
*' Refolution did the Apoftle take by the peculiar Coni> 
^' mand, and lufpiration of the Holy Ghoft; and yet 
^ if out Digenters had liv'd in thofe Times, rbey wou*d 
" have branded Him, as an Intemperate, Hot, Furious 
** Zealot, that wanted to be fwccten*d by the gentle 
*^ Spirit of Charity and Moderation forfooth. Scbifm 
^ and FaiSlion, are things of impudent and incroach- 
f'tng Natures f tbey thrive upon ConceflTions, take 
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^ PermiflTion For Power-, and advance a ToUrdthn iaU 
^^ mediately into m Efiabli/hwent. And are therefore 
<< to be treated tike growing Mifcbiefs , or infectious 
^* Plagues, kept at a dVttance, left their deadly Conta- 
^< gton fpreads. Let us therefore have no FellowQiip with 
*^ thofi Works of Darknefi, but rather reprove them, 
" Let oar Superior Paftors do their Duty in thundring 
^^ out their Ecctefiaftical Anathema's, and let any 
^* Power on Earth dare reverfe a Sentence ratify 'd in 
^* Heaven. 

Can any thing, my Lords, be plainer than that 
the Diilenters, and they orily^ are here ipoken of; 
And what does the Do6tor fay in his own defeiKC^ 
to avoid it ? His Words in bis printed Speech are 
thefe: 

^' Schifmaticks, my Lords, are not the only Perfons 
^ againft whom EccleGaftical Cenfures may be de* 
•* nounced: The Works of Darknefs which I referr'd to 
*^ as fit to be reproved, in that part of my Sermon 
** where I fpcak of thefe Cenfures, arc of the fame 
' •* kind with thofc mentioned by the Apoftlc, whole 
•* Words I produced ; All Lewd and Immoral Pra- 
*' ftices, &c. 

It is very true, niy Lotds, Schifmaticks are not the 
only Perfons againft whom EccleGaftical Ceniiircs 
may be denounced, but 1 muft ftill fay they are 
the only Perfons refen*d to, in the Paragraph I have 
read to your Lord(hip$ ; and therefore I own I am a 
good deal concern'di to find the Do(^r noaking fo vain 
and ib unfincere a Defence. For it is not Works of Darfc- 
nefs in general he is cautioning againft, but cxpre(ly,bjr 
a Word of his own inferring, not theApoftIe*s, thoje 
Works of Darknefs mentioned immediately before ; 
Schifm and Fdiion, which with him go always to- 
getner. 

Tbefe are the Sins againft which he calls upon his 
Superiour Paftors to thunder out their Ecclefiaftical A- 
nathemas; nor can the Charge be avoided by that Di- 
ftindtion which was oflFcr'd in his behalf, between ja. 
Cenfure purely Spiritual, and an Ecclefiaftical Cen- 
fure. For admitting there is ground for that Diftindtion 
in a Scholaftical Cbnfidcration of the general Queftion 
of Chriftian Cenfures ; yet there is no room to vaaJ«t 
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uft of it in this cafe, becaufe be calls enrefily fbr Ei^ 
eUfidfHcd Anathema Sy which can be apply d to none hut 
fiich as^ are part of the Order and Dilciplihe of this 
Church, 

And it is certain my Lords that tbefe Cenfures can-' 
not, fince the A&. of Toleration, be infilled up6n Dif- 
fenters, how much fo ever their Schifm remains ; be- 
caufe it is expre61y provided by an ASt of Parliament, 
(an A&y my Lords, ojf the whole Chriftian Society, to . 
wbidi the Superior Paftors were perlbnally concurring,) 
that they (hall not be treated as Scbiiinaticks in the 
way of thofe Ecclefiaftical Cenfures, to which their 
Separation would otherwife have certainly fubjeded 
them. 

And tho' I cannot undertake upon Memory to be very 
particular, yet I dare venture to fay, there have ancient^ 
ly been Relaxations of the Difcipiine of the Churchy 
even when the Crime was thought to defer ve the. 
Continuance of it ; for Publick Expedience, and bet* 
ter prcfcrving the Peace of the Chriftian World : And 
that in fuch Cafes any Presbyter or Bilhop wou*d him- 
filf have been cenfured, if he had not acquieiced in fuch 
Relaxations. 

My Lords, a Presbyter of the Church of England, 
is the more obliged to acquiefce in all fuch Relaxations 
amongft us as are legally made, becaufe he has (olemnly 
promifed at his Ordination, that he will give his Faithftd 
Diligence always fo to minifier the DoHrine and Sacraments 
and the Difcipiine of Chriilj 04 the Lord hath commanded^ 
and as this Church and REALM hath deceived the 
Jofffe* 

I have already obfcrved to your Lordfliips, how the 
Difcipiine of the Church (lands at prcfent as to the 
Point in qucttion. And as the Relaxation of it in that 

g articular, was agreeable to that Temper which the 
ifliops who petitioned King J awes j gave the Diffen- 
tcrs ground to €xpe(ft : So I am verily perfwaded that 
the Church is fo far from having been hurt by this In- 
dulgence, that it has received Advantage as well as Cre- 
dit, from that Moderation which gave way to it. I 
cou*d give fcveral Inttances of this within my own 
Obfervation, while I was Arch-Deacon, under a Re- ' 
rerend Prelate that iits now before me i and (ince I 
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have had the Honour to be on this Bench : In which 
Compafe of time fcveral Men of Sobficty and Learn- 
ing bred up to be Minifters amongft the DifTenters, have 
left the Separation , and upon due Tryal have been ad- 
mitted to Orders in out Church ; in which they have 
officiated with entire Conformity to our Rules , and to 
the Honour of our holy Religion. 

Thefe Inftances hare been fo frequent and Rep[iarlca- 
ble, fince the Diffentws haye been exempted from the 
Penalties of certain Laws^ above what had beenobferv'd 
before 5 that I think it very ill becomes any Clergyman 
to preach againft that Exemption, as the Do6tor (not- 
withttanding his Refervc kr Qnfciences truly fcrt^iiltmj 
has done ; and to call upon his Superiours to ^& in coq*^ 
tradition to it. He {hoii'd have forbore doing this, 
at'leatt out of regard to her Majefty, wh9 had been gra- 
cioufly pleased to declare from the Throne, that flic 
wotfd preferve the Toleration inviolable 2 A Refoluti^ 
jon I (hall ever think it my Duty upon all proper Oc- 
caGons to exprds my Approbation of, as Juft and Wife 
and Charitable, and every way agreeable to the ^irit 
and Genius of the Chriftian Keligion. 

I (hall not, my Lords, enter into the Enquiry of 
Ivhat Sentences are ratify'd in Heaven 2 But as one 
may venture to lay, that all that have been pronoun- 
ced on Earth, are not ratify'd there; fo by all I have 
leen of the Doftor's Spirit in thefe Matters, I have * 
j^rtat reafon to fear, that if the Power of the Keyaf 
was in his Hands, it would often be very fadly a- 
bufed. 

However he has fo good an Opinion of his own 
Spirit, as to put his Superiours in mind of another 
Part of their Duty, immediately after that I have mcn- 
tion*d 5 and that is, to promote Men of Probity ^ Confci^ 
end and Courage, without which he thmks they cannot 
be fit Members of the Church Militant j in which I 
can as little agree with him as in the former demand. 
Tor if I may Judge of the Probity, Confcience, and 
Courage he thinks fo dcfervine, by .what appears in 
his Sermon,compar'd with his Speech to Your Lord* 
«ihips; I cannot think them Qualifications for a Mi- 
luftec of the Church of Chrift in any refpe^ | and I 
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hope I fhall be fo happy as to find all the Reverend 
Prelates with i^hom I faaire the honour to lit, agreeing 
with me in this. 

^ But tbo' I hqpe fiich a ConduA will never redom« 
niend any Perlon to &vour; yet I do not de^e 
that even that which I heartily blame, Ihou'd be pa* 
ni(hed fo much as I think it deferves. And tho' He 
who pleads fb warmly fox vholefome Severities tsward 
tbofe who differ from him, has the leaft Title to Your 
Lordfiiips Cbmpaflion ; Yet I hone he will find it as 
far as the jjuft Concern you have for the Publick Tran- 
quillity will aHow you to fhew it. 

This liay from that which I blefs God is thena* 
tmal Temper of my Mind^ and not from the Care 
that has been taken by fome to intimidate as far 
as they cou*d , thofe who were to have the Cogni- 
sance of the Dolor's Caufe, and were not thought td 
be fiivourable to it. 

I fhall not take upon me to charge the Do<ftor or 
any cxf his particular Friends with this Pradice, as 
great a Temptation as one is under to do fo from . 
Kveral Circumftances. And it is not the leaft, that 
CKcurs in bis Prayers, which he has publifh'd upon this 
Occafion , to reprelent not fo much to God as to 
the World, that he is under Perfccution, when he is 
profecuted for offending. againft the Law, by tho^ 
who in common Juftice ought to be thought the 
faircft Accufcrs ; and before Your Lordfhips , who 
are ;uftly acknowledged to be the moft impartial 
Judges. 

However I will never believe, till I cannot avoid itj 
that any Members of the Church of England who have 
acknowledge^ the Government, much iefs any Cler- 
gy-man who has fo often profcfs'd his Obedience to it 
in Church and State, {hou*d have been any way accefi 
jfory to thofe* threatnings that have been given out, 
particularly againft fuch Biihops as fhould , happea 
to ccmdcmn the Doftor's Proceedings. T 

As far , My Lords , as I have fccn of this CmSi^ 
I am likely to be one of thofe Bifliops 5 and tho' I dp 
not pretend to any great fhare of Courage, I am vpry 
£^cc to declare to Your Lordfhips that I am in no Comr- 
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J>arifon fo appreben(ive of what may befal my fclf 
or condcmniog this Perfon, as I am of what will pro* 
bably befal the Publidc if Your Lqrd(hips (hou'd not 
condemn him. 

But that is in your Lord(hip*s Judgment, to which 
I humbly fubmit it : And only beg Pardon for having 
detained Your Lordfliips lb long in giving my reafons 
why I think the Commons have made good tlus Second 
Part of their Charge,
